Judge McConnell has just announced 
frem the bench that no verdict has 
been reached by the Cronin jury, and 
that he would not be in attendance 
again before 2 P. M. 

A significant fact in connection with 
the probabilities of a speedy verdict is 
that another room has been fitted up 
for the Grand Jury down stairs, and 
the Cronin jury still occupies the Grand 
Jury room. 

The morning papers published all 
sorts of wild and woolly yarns regard- 
ing the case. One, in an extra, de- 
clared that a verdict was. reached, and 
pretended to give the penalty in each 
man’s case. 

Another gave a long circumstantial 
account of how juror Culver was as- 
saulted by an infuriated member of 
the jury because he refused to agree 
with the other eleven; that Culver 
sent a note to Judge. McConnell de- 
manding protection, and that McCon- 
nell replied that he would have to look 
out for himself. 

The absurdity of this is self-evident, 
from the fact that Judge McConnell 
said to an Associated Press repoiter 
yesterday that anything like cvercion 
would jasitfy a prompt discharge of 
the jury. 

When Judge McConnell sent a mes- 
senger to the bailiff in charge of the 
jary to inquire whether the jury had 
any communication to maze to the 
Court, the answer came back, promptly 
and tersely, that ‘‘the jury was pre- 
pared to make no return, and had no 
cammunication whatever to make to 
the Court.” Thus all reports of the 
jury having agreed on a verdict were 
found as utterly groundless as the 
hundreds that preceded them. 

It is now utterly impossible that any 
information of any character can be 
forthcoming from the jury before 2 P. M. 
Rumors of purported verdicts before 
that hour may be regarded as abso- 
lutely groundless. 

Judge McConnell, in an interyiew 
with an Associated Press reporter this 
morning, deprecated the publication of 
wild speculations by the papers, and 
declared that if any assaalt on juror 
Culver bad taken place, as published, 
the matter would have been reported 
to him, and would meet with prompt 
punishment. He said that the state- 
ment that Culver had appealed to him 
for protection was absolutely false. 
He added that it was going too far to 
suppose that the jury were unable to 
agree, as it had not intimated any such 
thing to the-ourt. 

2p. m.—Judge McConnell has just 
announced that a return will be made 
by the jury in a few minutes. He has 
been informed that a verdict has been 
reached. 

The attorneys for both sides have 
been notified by the Judge that a ver- 
dict has been rendered and their 
attendance at court is desired, Sheriff 
Mathon has just despatched bailiffs to 
conduct the defendants to the court 
room. Some trouble is expected in 


finding all the attorneys for the de- 
fense, and a delay will probably result. 

2:25 r.m.—The attorneys have ar- 
rived and the. prisoners are being 
brought in. The court has just been 
brought to order. 

2:30 p. m.—The jury has just entered 
and have taken their seats.

As the Gazerre stated a day or two 
ago, messages were sent to C. P. Hunt- 
ington at New York and Governor 
Stanford at’ Washington, and a letter 
written to Colonel C. F. Crocker at 
San Francisco, urging upon them the 
necessity of closing the gates of the 
Tahoe dam. Mr. Huntington tele- 
graphed as follows: 

“Message received. The whole 
matter has been referred to Mr. 
Crocker. Of course we shall be glad 
to do all we can to assist Nevada in 
storing water. C. P, Huntineron.” 

Governor Stanford wires the follow- 
ing message : ; 

‘Colonel Crocker telegraphs us that 
he has sent word to shut the gates at 
Lake Tahoe, which will accomplish 
your object. LeLanp STANFORD.”’

UNCLE TOM’S WILL. | 


Peculiar Circumstances of Its Loss 
and Recovery. 


About twenty years ago there died in 
Southern Ohio a queer old character named 
Thomas Martin.

I think he rea- 
soned that all his relatives expected a slice 
of his wealth, and he intended that each one 
should have it, but he proposed to make 
them earn it as far as they could. If he 
knew that his brother James was planting 
corn, and in a great hurry to get through, 
he would send for him and insist that he 
hunt or fish or go looking over the country 
for some piant or root needed for sickness. 
If his brother Henry was extra busy in his 
saw-mill, the old man was sure to send up 
a message to him to come down and take a 
witch-hazel rod and go wandering over the 
hills to locate metals. There was only one 
bed in the house, and yet the old man would 
insist that a family of eight come and visit 
him and sleep where they could. Twice a 
year he killed a lamb. The rest of the time 
he lived on puading and milk and vege- 
tables. 

Uncle Tom, as every body called him, was 
over seventy years of age when I first knew 
him, and it must have seemed to his rel- 
atives that he intended to live to be a hun- 
dred.
